This mo rning Martin W\ 
Littleto n began his plea fo r the de­ 
fendant. 
District

J ero me 
will speak to mo rro w. 
He has pro m­ 
ised to be brief, and if his address 
sho uld no t extend bey o nd the mo rning 
sessio n, J ustice Do wling will hand the 
case o ver to the jury o n Thursday af­ 
terno o n. 
The co urt anno unced, ho w­ 
ever, that he pro bably wo uld no t de­ 
liver his charge until Friday mo rning. 
Co ntrary to his po licy o f last y ear, 
when he called nine experts in insan­ 
ity to the witness chair, Mr. J ero me 
this y ear utterly igno red the scientific 
phase o f the rebuttal case. 
He pro ­ 
duced several ey e-witnesses to the 
tragedy and several po lice o fficers wrho 
handled Thaw* the night o f the ho mi­ 
cide, and placed o n reco rd their o pin­ 
io n that the defendant’s acts and man­ 
ner were ratio nal. 
Under agreement 
o f co unsel the testimo ny given by 
Abraham Hummel at the last trial was 
read to the jury and the Thaw’ will 
was admitted, in evidence witho ut fur­ 
ther pro o f as to its custo dy during the 
six mo nths fo llo wing the sho o ting o f 
Stanfo rd White. 
The affidavit alleged 
to have been made by Evely n Nesbit 
in 
Hummel’s o ffice, charging Thaw’ 
with cruelty and attempting falsely to 
place the blame fo r the Nesbit girl’s 
do wnfall upo n Stanfo rd W’hite, also 
w’as admitted by J ustice Do wling, and 
then the case, so far as testimo ny was 
co ncerned, was at an end. 
Mr. J er­ 
o me’s eliminatio n o f expert testimo ny 
fro m 
the 
rebuttal 
case 
o ccasio ned 
much talk. 
Based upo n his assertio ns 
o f last y ear that Thaw was an incura­ 
ble parano iac, rumo r had it that the 
pro secuto r might no t be displeased 
with a verdict o f no t guilty o n the 
gro und o f insanity with an ensuing 
co mmittal o f Harry Thaw to the asy - j 
lum fo r the criminal insane at Matte- ■ 
a wan. 
Thro ugho ut the trial, ho w’ever, 
Mr. J ero me has attempted to belittle 
and discredit all testimo ny having to 
do with Thaw’s irratio nality . 
He has 
attempted to sho w’ that the y o uthful 
o utbursts o f the defendant were fits 
o f temper which deserved a “ spa nk-! 
lng,” as he expressed it, rather than 
scientific discussio n. 
He has attempt­ 
ed to discredit the o utbreaks in later 
life with the suggestio n that they 
w’ere the result o f to o much drink 
and no thing mo re. 
That the pro secu­ 
to r will ridicule the expert testimo ny 
is generally agreed. 
Having no ex­ 
perts o f his o wn, he has a free hand 
in that directio n this y ear.

BETTER SERVICE PROMISED. 


High Tolls Ha v e Ke pt Ame ric a ns In 
La s t Pla c e a s W ire Us e rs . 
Altho ugh Americans w rite the great­ 
est number o f letters per capita, they 
make the po o rest sho w ing la respect to 
the use o f the telegraph wire.

There is little doubt that the grip of 
“ the committee system” on legislation 
will

The influence which this 
building is to have upon the dally at­ 
tendance of the house is already ap­ 
parent. 
From this time forward It 
may prove difficult to maintain a quo­ 
rum. and work on the floor will be con­ 
fined to even fewer men than hereto­ 
fore. 
It is twenty years since J ames Bryce 
poiuted out what he conceived to be a 
weakness of the American system of 
legislation iu the bouse. The Influence 
of the standing committee has grown 
since Mr. Bryces criticism of 1SS8 in 
“ The American Commonwealth/* and 
were he rewriting that work today 
there is little doubt that he would cite-

Lack of space in the capitol building 
made it impossible to supply more than 
a limited number of members with of­ 
fice rooms. There are now slxty-oue 
committees of the house, and the chair­ 
man of each of-these committees has. 
had one or two rooms in the capitol 
for office purposes 
The new office 
building was completed a few da ys 
ago, aud now each member has at 
least one room. Many of the standing 
committees 
have 
been 
transferred 
from the capitol to the office building, 
and probably not to exceed thirty com­ 
mittees will have quarters in the capi­ 
tol. It hi a walk of nearly five minutes 
from the floor of the house to the office 
building. 
The new member finds out that the 
measure under consideration has been 
discrssed at great length iu the com­ 
mittee which reported It. It comes to 
the house accompanied by an elabo­ 
rate report, in which its merits or de­ 
merits are set out at great length. Pos­ 
sibly hearings on it have been held 
ami 
those most interested given a 
chance to speak their minds for or 
against it. The anxious listener, fresh 
from his constituents and determined 
to let nothing slip through that will be 
inimical to the people of his district, 
discovers that the members of the 
committee that reported the bill are in 
a sense specialists of the problem with 
which It deals. He learns that in de­ 
fending or opposing it these members 
of the committee will be probably the 
only ones entitled to speak. Unless it 
is a subject that specially interests 
him or has a direct bearing upon some 
industry or thing in his district ha will 
conclude probably that he does not 
care to remain for the debate. 
Thus his indifference begins, and iu 
the end he will be found spending lit­ 
tle time on the floor. 
lie will be there» 
of course, when the opposing cham­ 
pions clash in debate on questions dl- 
vlding the parties. 
lie will be there 
when his own committee Is fighting to 
sustain its report. 
Probably he will 
not be absent when a particular clause 
In an appropriation bill, in which his 
district is Interested, Is reached.

will Ik? on hand when appropriations 
for rivers and harbors and public build­ 
ings are being made.

times he will permit his associates to 
see to it that the general public weal is 
conserved.

writing of letters and tlie sending of 
documents and seeds to constituents. 
Many members who were a lwa ys on 
hand at Hie opeuing hour uow spend 
that hour in their rooms. 
At 1 o'clock 
they drift over to the capitol. 
If any­ 
thing of interest is up for discussion, 
they may remain, but usually their 
visit to the capitol is not to spend time 
on the floor, but to visit the house res­ 
taurant. 
Giving each representative an office 
rpom has one advantage. 
It makes it 
reasonably easy to “ locate” the where­ 
abouts of a representative. 
Hereto­ 
fore whenever there wa s a call of the 
house the sergeant at arms sent his 
men scurrying all over the city In 
search of the absentees. 
It was neces­ 
sary for the house officials to know 
somethiug about the habits of each rep- 
'resentative, w here he wa s accustomed 
to loaf at a particular hour, who his 
intimate friends were, etc.

every member has an office it Is likely

Pear l star ch is used to give 
body to baking powder s. 
The outer 
hull of the gr ain, which is r emoved iu 
the pr ocess of making star ch, gives 
gluten, Amer ican gum and canar y dex­ 
tr in. 
The gluten mixed with wheat 
flour to make gluten flour and the 
Amer ican gum aud dextr in ar e used 
to make mucilages. 
Glucose, another 
common pr oduct, is made by mixing 
star ch and sulphur ic acid. 
Fr om glu­ 
cose is made gr ape sugar , which has 
many food uses. 
Gr ape sugar iu tur n 
is heated and made into climax sugar , 
which is gener ally used in color ing 
vinegar s. 
The ger ms of the ker nels ar e sep­ 
ar ated in making star ch, and they ar e 
heated and cr ushed to pr oduce cor n 
oil, used in adulter ating other edible 
oils. 
The r esulting oil cake is used as 
a stock food or fur ther pr ocessed to 
make par agol, 
an 
imitation 
r ubber . 
This is mixed 
with 
r eal 
r ubber to 
make the cheaper gr ades of r ubber 
goods. 
Then ther e is another line of pr od* 
ucts fr om cor n. 
Fir st ther e is bour ­ 
bon 
whisky, 
made 
by 
distillation. 
Ther e is an imitation vinegar , made 
In about the same 
way, and “ low 
w*ine,” a w*ater y w’hite pr oduct c a r d ­ 
ing 2 0 to 3 0 per cent of alcohol. 
Ther e ar e a lot of other pr oducts 
made fr om cor n, but they ar e not iu 
gener al use as food or medicine. 
Cor n 
silks is one of the most valuable kid­ 
ney r emedies known. 
Many kidney

fr om cor n silks. 
It has other medic­ 
inal pr oper ties.

Samuel N. Br own, a contr actor of 
Hillsbor o, O., just after Chr istmas pur ­ 
chased fr om a Ripley (O.) fir m of lum­ 
ber dealer s a lar ge lot of locust poets 
which had been cut within a shor t dis­ 
tance of Ripley for shipment nor th. 
The fir st car load of these posts went 
r ecently to Cleveland, O., and in load­ 
ing It ther e wer e tw’o r ather r ough 
looking timber s passed into the car , 
says a Ripley cor r espondent of the Cin­ 
cinnati 
Enquir er . 
The 
consignment 
r eached Cleveland pr omptly and was 
unloaded in the yar ds In the Lake City. 
Mr . Br own’s inspector was ther e to r e­ 
ceive them and pr omptly cast aside the 
two timber s as r ejected, leaving them 
lying apar t. 
A little four teen-year -old l>o3’ w7as in 
the yar d with a hand car t gather ing 
chips and kindling r efuse to take to 
the home of his widowed mother near 
by. 
The hustling chap was asked by 
the kind hear ted inspector if he would 
like to take the two posts home with 
him. 
The lad w as only too glad to ac­ 
cept the offer . 
The boy on r eaching 
his squalid back yar d quar ter s bor r ow** 
ed an ax and pr oceeded to split the 
gnar led pieces of locust. 
In the fir st 
piece chopped into he found a big 
piece of yellow’ metal, lar ger than a sil­ 
ver dollar . 
Much astonished, he took the yellow 
piece to his mother , asking what it 
might be, and she, although of the 
opinion that it was money, dir ected 
him to take the piece to a cer tain 
Cleveland banker she knew and ascer ­ 
tain If It had any value. 
The child 
hastened to the banking house, and 
when the man of money saw’ the coin 
he asked w’her e it came fr om, demand­ 
ing of the youngster to tell him If 
ther e wer e any other s like it wher e 
this one was found. 
The boy did not 
know7. 
The banker then took him into 
his automobile, and they whir led away 
to wher e the wood pile lay. 
Sur e enough, ther e it all was intact— 
ax, locusts aud chips—and when the 
banker made sev era l mo re whacks into 
the old wood the r esult disclosed nine 
mor e big yellow spher es exactly like 
the oue which had been br ought to 
him for examination.

For many year s it has 
been neighbor hood talk that ther e w*as 
much tr easur e secr eted on that place. 
The theor y is that dur ing the war of 
1 8 1 2 some of the fr ightened ancestor s 
hid away this $5 00 in gold In a hole iu 
a limb of a locust tr ee, that it was 
gr own over in cour se of year s and im­ 
bedded and that the or iginal ownef 
was unable or for got to r ecove^it. At 
any r ate, the ten massive gold pieces 
have secur ely r ested ther e for near ly 
a centur y.
